BANK LOANS FOR FARMERS 


(From Hie Los A ngeles Financial News) 


“Farm ers throughout the country hope that the 
banks will avail them selves of tile latitude given to 
them by th e Currency Bill so th a t th e farm er who 
believes th a t his grain or cotton is not commanding 
a lair price in the local m arket a fte r lie has har­ 
vested it will lie able to borrow m oney ou fair term s 
to tide him over the early rush,” says the New York 
Commercial. 
“It may be th at th e farm er would bo 
wiser to leave speculation on th e future price of 
such com m odities to professional dealers, but he 
feels that he has as much right to tuke a chance 
as anyone else and the law seem s well designed to 
enable the hanks to ussist him in the way they now 
assist the trad ers who buy iu a speculative way. 
“Jam es B. Forgan, the well know n Chicago bank­ 
er, says th at ‘N othing makes a w heat btu leuk like 
a chattel m ortgage.’ Mr. Forgan h its the nail on the 
head. 
W hen a farm er 1b forced to borrow money 
on a chattel m ortgage he usually h as to pay an ex­ 
cessive rate of interest and his cred it is seriously 
impaired at the sam e time. 
The m ovem ent to es­ 
tablish w arehouses in the cotton belt will help the 
cotton grow er by making his product available as 
collateral for bauk loans at low' ra te s of interest. 
There will alw ays be speculation in cottou and other 
staples, aud lf Congress passes a bill to regulate 
Cotton E xchanges this warehouse plan will fit in 
well with its general purpose. 
“One of the directors of a C anadian bank, doing 
business chiefly in the Canadian N orthw est spoke at 
the annual m eeting of his bank on this question. He 
said that last year three-fourths of the entire west­ 
ern wheat crop was dumped on th e m arket within 
three m onths and th at this forced the price down 
eight to teu cents a bushel to tho serious detrim ent 


of the farm ers. 
Those engaged in mixed farm ing 
who have som ething to sell the year round are bet­ 
te r off as a rule than the farm er who puts all his 
eggs in one busket, but in some sections of the 
country the farm er eith er cannot or will not engage 
iii mixed farm ing and he is the man who suffers 
m ost wuen«he is forced to sell his produce for w hat 
it will bring in order to satisfy his creditors. 
“W hen a ta n n e r borrow s money from a bank on 
the security of grain or cotton in his baru and then 
sells his crop and fraudulently puts the money iu lits 
pocket instead of paying the bank w hat he owes he 
should be severely punished and juries composed of 
farm ers should not be swayed by sym pathy or class 
feeling iii dealing out jutice to him. 
If they refuse 
to convict tho fraudulent farm er they will render it 
im possible for the banks to lend mouey freely to 
them selves. 
“Loans lo farm ers of one-half or two-thirds of th e 
value of readily saleable comm odities such as w heat 
or cotton should be the m ost conservative class of 
business in which a bank can engage. The railroads 
are often unable to tran sport farm produce of this 
kind to m arket as quickly as the farm ers desire and 
a farm er may also need money badly to do his Fall 
work and at the sam e tim e have no chance to take 
his produce to m arket or to the railroad station. 
Bad roads frequently m ake it impossible fo r’him to 
do so. 
lf farm ing credit stands high with the bank­ 
ing com m unity the farm ers will not bo compelled to 
incur losses by selling for unrem unerative prices or 
by w asting tim e and efforts in hauling their produce 
when th e roads are bad. 
The possibilities for help­ 
ing the farm er, which the Canadian banker sees, 
exist in all parts of this country and the banks will 
m ake mouey by doing th eir part.
